Wednefday Morning early an Exprefs arrived from 
Commodore Mitchel at Flufhing, which we hear brought 
Advice, that the French were making great Preparations 
for invading Zealand ; but that there appeared fo much 
Spirit amongft the People, and fuch Di{pofitions made, 
that they doubt not but they thall be able to give a pood 
Account of them. 

Wednefday in the Afternoon two Women were taken up 
and brought to the General Poft-Office, and after Exa- 
mination one of them was committed to Wood Street 
Compter, on a ftrong Sufpicion of being concerned in 
burning the Notes, &c. taken out of the Chefter Mail 
which was lately robb'd. 

A very extenfive Scheme is faid to be formed, for fetting 
on Foot three great Fifheries from Scotland, viz. A Whale- 
Fithery from the Orkneys, towards the Coait of Greenland ; 
a Cod-Fithery from the fame Place, in the Seas of Iceland ; 
and a Herring-Fifhery in Shetland and the Weftern I lands ; 
in order to which an Application will be made to Parlia- 
ment, for the opening proper Ports to facilitate thefe great 
Undertakings, which, at the fame ‘Time that they 
cnla the Commerce, would contibute to preferve 
~ ¢, and promote the civilizing that Part of the 
Ifland. 

We canaflure the Public from Mr. Smith, who has the 
‘Tranfporting of the Rebel Prifoners, that he has heard 
nothing of the Lofs of any of them; and in particular, 
that the in an Evening Paper (wherein is inferted, 
70 of them were taken, and now in Lord ype Re- 

iment in France) muft be wrong, as the firft of them 
ailed with the Weft-India Convoy from Spithead only a 
few Days ago, with pofitive Initru€tions not to quit the 
Convoy on any Account whatever. 

The laft Letters from Chefhire bring Word, that the 
Milch Cattle in chat County are in calth, and there 
is an agreeable Profpe&t of a great Plenty of Checie. 


Wednefday the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, attended 
by feveral of the Aldermen, went in the City Barge to 
Fulham, and held a Court of Confervancy forthe County 
of Middlefex, and afterwards held another for the County 
of Surry, at Putney. 

Yefterday Solomon Dayrolles, Efq; 
to his Serene Highnefs the Prince of

The Officers of the Cuftoms being inform’d that Lovet, 
a notorious Smuggler, and one of thofe whom a Reward

vering a Neighbour’s Paflage Doors open, he pufh'd by the 
Maid, who was cleaning the Street-Door, when one of the 
Officers, ftanding at North-Street End, obferving him, 
immediately purfued him, crying, Stop! Stop! but the 
Smuggler, by the Advantage of a good Pair of Heels, out- 
{lripp’d the Officer, and running into a Cooper’s Shop near 
Milbank, where he to'd the Men at Work there, that he 
was purfued by Bailiffs ; upon which they hid him under 
a Tub in the Cellar; but the Fellows, upon being inform’d 
that he was a Perfon for the apprehending of whom 500 /. 
was offer'd, went to deliver him up to the Officers, and on 
going to look under the ‘Tub for that Purpofe, found that 
the Smuggler had made his Efcape ; and upon further En- 
quiry it appear'd, that he had contrived to get at the 
Cloaths of one of the Men at Work, which he put on, 
and with a Bundle of Hoops on his Shoulder, walked thro’ 
the Midit of them, went to the Water-Side, took Boat, 
paffed over to Lambeth, and in that Manner got quite off. 

On Wednefday Sufanna Parfons, a notorious Offender, 
was committed to Tothill-Fields Bridewell by Thomas 
Ellys, Efq; for breaking a Cafe Knife againit. the Ribs 
of George Harding, with an Intent to ftab him. She 
was difcharg'd out of the faid Prifon the laft Jail Delivery. 

On Wednefday laft fome Saildrs lately come home in a 
Weit-Indiaman, being got into a Bawdy-Houfe near the 
Hay- Market, a Lieutenant of a Man of War having No- 
tice thereof, went with a Prefs-Gang, and furpriz’d them 
all, and was fo uncivil as to take them out of their Mif- 
trefles Arms, and carried them on board a Tender in the 
River. 

On Tuefday laft a Corporal in the Guards being on Duty 
at the Tower, went to fleep under a Crane upon the 
Wharf, and getting up between fleeping and waking, went 
dire&tly into the Thames, and was drown’d. 

There is Advice, that Capt. Witter, from Curacao, fince 
arrived at New York, in his Paflage touchd at Turk’s- 
Ifland, and took on board the Cargo of a French Storefhip 
bound for Canada, taken by the Caftor and Pollux, and 
Tryton Privateers. 

The Friendfhhip, Thompfon, from Jamaica for Briftol; 
fent into Plymouth, was retaken the 24th ult. by the 
Squadron under the Admirals Anfon and Warren, 25 
Leagues S. W. by Sy from Cape Ortugal. 

The Argyle, Seymour, from Philadelphia for London, 
is retaken, and brought into Falmouth, by the Duke of 
Cumberland Privateer, Capt. Combes, after being three 
Weeks in Poffeffion of the French. 

The Cumberland Privateer Guernfey, of Capt. Mauger, 
has taken two French Veffels, one of about 6o Tons, 
laden with Oil, Brandy, and Soap; and the other about 
40 Tons, laden with French Wines, befides 28,000 Livres, 
and are all fafe arrived in that Ifland, 

The Sheernefs Man of War has taken a French Priva- 
teer, and alfo retaken the Blefling, Wheeler, from Milford 
for London; and another Veffel (Name not mentioned) 
and carried them all into Mount’s-Bay.

Turin, Mays, N.S. By Letters fram Nice there is 
Reafon to apprehend, that the French and Spaniards are’ 
again preparing to attack the Iflands of St. Marguerite, 
and to pafsthe Var, The Iflands are well fortified, atid 
the Var at this Time of the Year is very much {welled by 
the melting of the Snows in the Mountains. Rear Ad- 
miral Byng joined Vice-Admiral Medley upon the 17th 
of laft Month, O.S. at Vado Capt. Holcomb, of his 
Britannick Majeity’s Ship Naflau, has hately taken and 
{ent into Savona two Tranfports of the Enemy, havingon 
Board 210 Spanifh and French Soldiers and Officers. 
Thefe two Vefiels were Part of the fir Embarkation; ant 
had been driven into the Ifland of Corfica, from whence, 
after feveral Weeks Stay, they had taken the Opportunity 
of a fair Wind-for attemptiag to run into-Gentoa. Marquis 
d’Ormea fet out this Morning for the Imperial Army, in 
order to concert eyery ‘Thing with Count Schulemburg for 
the March of the Sardinian Battalions, which are to ade 
vance immediately to Seilri, and from thence to B-fagno. 
‘They are to be commanded by Lieutenant General Count 
le Rogve, two Major Generals, and three Brigad ‘ers, _ 
who are all to repair immediately to Savona, where the | 
Troops are to afiemble, aud frem thence to joint Count 
Sculemburg ; and the two Admirals are preparing every 
‘Thing for tranfporting the Artillery to Bifagno. 

Whitehall, May 12. The King has been pleafed to 
appoint Solomon Dayrolle, Efq; his Majeity’s Refident to 
their High Mightineffes the States General of the United 7 
Provinces.
